The  Winslow  Boy,  by  Terrance  Rattugan,  was  performed  on  the  stage  at  White  Oaks  on 
April  24,  25,26  1980. 

The  play  was  first  performed  on  a  London  stage  in  1946.  Now,  thirty-four  years  later  it 
was  presented  again  with  a  cast  of  eleven  and  a  production  crew  of  thirty. 

This  was  the  eighth  production  for  our  director,  Geoffrey  Davies  and  the  third  for  our 
assistant-director,  Mary  Stout.
